NEGRO 


A writer in a St. Louis exchange, 


who has devoted much study to the 
eubjact, thinks it is a mistake to sup- 
pose that the negroes am not thrifty 
and, are incapable of financial habits. 
Since the war many of them have 
amassed, if not large fortunes, enough 
upon which to live eomfortably without 
further exertion. In many places the 
plantations have been 
divided into 


small farms, and the ex-slaves have he- 
come owners of the toil they till. Many 
of the negroes have gone into the city, 
where they have shown business tact, 
and in numerous instances actually ac- 
quired fortunes, for they find that "in 
de glorious democracy of commerce dar 
am no color line." The writer states 
some examples of negro financial pros- 
perity in St. Louis, as the result of the 
requisites to success—pluck, persever- 
ance, tact and economy. 
One colored 


barber died recently leaving $40,000, 
and there are other knights of the razor 
worth from $50,000 down to $5,000. 
A 


rarpenter and builder has laid by $60,- 
000, a saloon keeper has about $30,000, 
a river steward $30,000, an "aristocratic 
lady" about $100,000, and thirty or 
more individuals have banked from $3,- 
000 to $10,000. These are all colored 
people, and of course there are thous- 
ands of others, a majonty of whom are 
probably making a good living. 
This 


condition ot things speaks well for the 
race, and also shows their appreciation 
of the efforts being put foith to improve 
their condition.

If the .slaim be all placer ground, that 
fact must be stated in the , application 
and corroborated by 
accompanying 


proofs, If of 'paired placers, and lodes 
it should be so set out, with a descrip- 
tion of all known lodan situated, 'within 
the boundaries of the claim. A specific 
declaration', 'such as is required by Sec- 
tion 2333 Revised Statutes, must be 
furnished aato eaoh lode intended to be 
claimed. • All other known lodes are, 
by the silenoa- of the applicant, excluded 
by law froM. all claim by him, of whatso- 
ever nature, possessory or otherwise. 


2. Section 2395.,, Revised Statutes 
(subdivision 7), iiequires the surveyor 
to ' 'note in his field-books the true sit- 
uation of all miner, salt licks, salt 
springs, and mill, seats which pome to 
his knowledge;" also "all water courses 
over which the lines he runs may pass,' 
It further requires him to "note th» 
quality of the lands." These deserip 
Uve notes are required by subdivision ! 
to be incorporated in the plat by 
Surveyor-General. 


3. If these duties have been p*r 


formed, the surveys will famish a reaa 
enable guide tp the district officers and 
to claimants in prosecuting their ap 
plications. But experience has shown 
that great neglect has resulted from in 
attention to the law in this respect, and 
the regular pUits are very little value iu 
the matteri. It" will therefors, be re 
quired tin, the future that, deputy, survey 
ors shall, at the expense of the parties 
make full examination of all place 
claims, nud duly note the facts as apeci 
fled in the law, stating the quality .an 
composition of the soil, the kind an 
amount o£. timber and oihei; vegetation 
the locus and size of streams, and such 
other matters as may appear upon th 
surface and underground workings 
whether placer or lode, for mining pui 
poses. 


4. In addition to these data, whic 


the law requires to be shown in al 
cases, the deputy should--, report wit 
reference to the proximity of centers o 
trade or residence; also of well Know 
systems of lode deposit or of individua 
fodes. He should also report as to th 
use or adaptability of the claim of place 
mining; whether water has been brongh 
upon it in sufficient quantity to mm 
the same, or whether it can be pro 
cured- for that purpose; .and.,Anally 
what works or expenditures have bee 
inade by the claimant or his grantor 
for the development of the claim, an 
their situation and locution with re 
speot to the game as applied for. 


5. This examination should be re 


ported by the deputy under oath to th 
Surveyor-Geueral, and duly corrobor 
ated; and a copy ol the sarna should b 
furnished with the application for pa 
ent to the claim, constituting a pu 
thereof, and included in the oath of th 
applicant. 


6. Incase of a proposed claim fo 


lands not yet surveyed, the foregoin 
regulations will govern the opphcatio 
for survey. 


7. In controversies hereafter tp be de 


termiued respecting the mineral vain 
of lands, their value for all purposes 
whether agricultural or municipal, or a 
seats of towns, will be considered, with 
out reference to the decisions hereto 
fore made in particular cases. No de- 
cision finally executed, however, will be 
reconsidered under this modification. 


8. No application by an association 


of persons for patent to a placer claim 
will be allowed to embrace more tban 
one 160 acres, nor will an 
application 


be entertained that embraces more tban 
location. 


9. Applications 
awaiting 
entry, 


whether published or not, must be made 
to conform to these regulations, both 
with respect to amount of ground and 
examination by the Commissioner, and 
such additional proofs as may be deemed 
necessary in each case will be de- 
manded.
